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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 9 line 5, Xk" should be changed to - C r --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , lines 11-13 and claim 7, lines 11-13: It is unclear what is meant by 
"said unit computer of the cross-connection part being disposed on a different plug-in 
unit than the nearest terminal point of the cross-connection it is using for message 
traffic". It is unclear what is meant by a "plug-in unit" and where they are located within 
the network element. The specification does not describe what plug-in units are and 
states that the plug-in units are not shown in the drawings (page 9, lines 1-3). It is also 
unclear what is meant by the "nearest terminal point of the cross-connection". The 
specification does not describe what a "terminal point" is. According to the specification 
and Figure 4, the terminal points of a cross-connection being used are indicated by "X" 
and the nearest terminal point is the terminal point which is closer to the unit computer 
C r (page 9, lines 7-12). However, it is unclear what a terminal point is and how it is 
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different from other points of the cross-connection. Figure 4 shows three unit 
computers C r , and only the third and rightmost unit computer C r seems to be connected 
to the upper terminal point X. It is unclear how the other two unit computers Cr will use 
the upper terminal point X, and where their "nearest terminal point" is.
